These county boards, of course, 
had no especial action to take this fall 
The remaining sixty-five counties in 
tht --tate, except one, complied 
fully 


with the terms of the law. 
It is ex- 


pected that this one county will take 
action at a future meeting. 


Statements in the press of the state 


seemingly intimated that La Crosse, 
Vernon, Monroe a".d Trernpeleau coun- 
ties had not, and would not, act under 
the law. All of these counties com- 
plied fully with the law and either re- 
elected their county highway commis- 
sioners or, in the case of Vernon and 
Monroe counties, elected new ones. 
La 


Crosse county, since the state aid fund 
for that county was inadequate to meet 
the town votes, even voted an addition- 
al county tax of $2,500 to make up the 
deficiency. 
Both La Crosse and Trem- 


peleau counties have been doing excel- 
lent work under the county aid law 
and expect to continue along the same 
lines under the state aid law. 


Indications are that road work under 


the state aid law will be done in five 
hundred towns in sixty-two counties in 
the state to the amount of $1,100,000. 
With this amount it is expected to build 
about 220 miles of stone road, 150 
miles of gravel road, 25 miles of shale 
road and 250 miles of dirt road, a total 
of about 645 miles of road of all class- 
es. In addition to this, there will be 
built about 140 bridges, costing in the 
neighborhood of $150,000, in 123 towns, 
making a total for all state aid work 
of $1,250,000. 
This amount of work i 


considerably more than has ever been 
done in any state during the first year 
of operations under a state aid law ant 
the outlook for the growth of the road 
movement in Wisconsin is very bright

LEATHER ROADS. 


Experiments In Handsworth, England. 


Show Excellent Rosutts. 


Experimenters in road material ap- 


pear to be trying almost every known 
substance which is not too expensive, 
from the hardest, like steel and. glass, 
to softer materials like cork and rub- 
ber.At Handsworth. EnglandL a road 
has been in use for about a year 
which was constructed of tar and 
leather and is said to have worn very 
well. The leather used was obtained 
in the form ot waste and chippmgs 
from leather manufacturers. Discard- 
ed scraps of leather were taken an£ 
cut into small pieces and added to 
bitumen, asphalt or tar heated to a 
suitable consistency. 
After 
making 


this into a uniform mixture it wa? 
spread upon the ground and stone or 
gravel was spread on the surface. 


It Is claimed that by the combina 


tion of leather with the substances 
named a material is produced which 
Is readily applied in a moldable con- 
dition and which stands very consid- 
erable wear, gives little or no dust, 
is very resilient and silent and offers 
good foothold to horses. 


State Aid For Improving Highway* 
The roads of the country will be ben- 


efited to the extent of $200.000,000 dur- 
ing the next fire years if the house 
adopts and the senate and president 
then approve a resolution which Rep- 
resentative French of Idaho has intro- 
duced. It provides for an expenditure 
of $20,000,000 by the government each 
year for five years, tbe states to add 
an equal amount for improving their 
ronds.

charred 


cobs will form an excellent char- 
coal, says the Farm Journal. 


It should be understood that 


charcoal for hogs tends to pro- 
mote ideal digestion and assimi- 
lation, tones up the general sys- 
tem and assists in warding off 
diseases.

Kindness and Patience Are Essential 


to Success. 


If you want a good disposition in 


that colt which is to become a part of 
your farm next spring begin now to 
make it such by being kind to the 
prospective mother, writes J. F. Gor- 
don in National Stockman. An oath, 
a kick, a lash with the whip will leave 
Its mark upon the foal. 
Kindness in 


ninety-nine cases out of every hundred 
will win. There is more power even 
with a horse in kind -words than In 
oaths. 


Patience is indispensable in the care 


and training of the young horses. Per- 
haps more well bred, high spi/lted 
horses are ruined by the impatience of 
the owner than from any other one 
cause. When we begin the training of 
young horses two or more years old 
without any previous 
handling we 


should be very careful to remember 
that they are entirely ignorant of the 
meaning of the terms we use. 


We sometimes act as though we 


thought the colt should become well 
trained In the art of doing different 
kinds of work in a very few days, and 
If he does not we become impatient 
and very often abuse him. 


Kindness, patience and firmness are 


the trinity in successful handling of 
horses. 
Kindness implies that the 


horse is properly fed and cared for. pa- 
tience that he has been allowed plenty 
of time to learn the things you require 
him to do and firmness that you re- 
quire obedience from him both in and 
out of the harness. That gentle firm- 
ness in the parent compels the child to 
respect and admire the same. So gen- 
tle firmness with the horse results in 
willing service. No place in the train 
ing of the horse ia this firmness needed 
more than in teaching the horse to 
start and stop at your command. It 
sometimes becomes necessary for us to 
take hold of the bridle or tbe lines and 
teach the horse he must stand A horse 
that will not stand when be has been 
quietly stopped is not of much value 
to the owner. Firmness does not mean 
you are to start the horse with a lash 
of the whip or a slap of the lines, nor 
does it mean that you are to stop him 
with a jerk 
Firmness does mean you 


have asked him to do nothing that he 
cannot do, therefore you require him 
to do it.

Selecting the Brood Sow. 


In choosing our breeding stock the 


factor of prolihcness should receive 
considerable 
attention 
Select 
the 


breeding stock from large litters. Nev- 
er select an animal for breeding pur- 
poses, no matter bow good an individ- 
ual it may be. if it comes from a litter 
numbering only two or three. It will 
be more profitable to select an animal 
somewhat inferior in certain individual 
points, but which is known to be from 
a prolific strain. 
The word prolific 


does not only mean a large number of 
pigs in a Utter, but it also refers to 
the regularity of breeding. A sow may 
have ten or twelve pigs at a litter, but 
may breed only once a year. Another 
sow may have seven or eight pigs at 
a litter and breed twice a year. 
With 


one sow we would raise ten or twelve 
pigs during the year, while with the 
other we should raise fourteen or six- 
teen 
It is easy to tell which would 


be the more profitable 
When properly 


handled and caied for, sows should 
produce two litters each year. A sow 
that will produce only one litter each 
year should be discarded trom the 
breeding herd and replaced by one that 
will do better—l->rui an.l Fireside 


Mares or Geldings? 


The man who keeps geldings or 


mules for his farm work secures only 
their labor in return, while the man 
•who keeps draft mares receives not 
only their labor, but in addition to this 
their colts 
It is true that somewhat 


more team force must be kept where 
the work is clone by mares than where 
tbe work is done entirely by geldings, 
but when we consider that three mares 
can be counted upon to do as much as 
any team of geldings ot equal weight 
and strength, that the difference in 
feed cost will not exceed SIM) per year 
and that the three mares can be count- 
ed upon to produce in addition to their 
labor at least two colts- that are worth 
§100 each us yearlings it is apparent 
that the mares are the more profitable. 
—National Stockman

Postoffice Department Shows Surplus 


for 
First Time in 27 Years— 


Hopes Monetary Reform Will 


Not Be Made Party Issue 


—Urges Parcel Post, 


* ' 


Washington.—President Taft sent a 


special message to congress dealing 
with the finances of the country. Tii« 
message In part follows: 


The financial condition of the govern- 


ment, as shown at the close of the last 
fiscal year, June 30. 1911, was very satis- 
factory. 
The ordinary receipts Into the 


general fund, excluding postal revenues, 
amounted to J701.372.374.99, and the dis- 
bursements from the general fund for 
current expenses and capital outlays, ex- 
cluding postal and Panama Canal dis- 
bursements, Including the interest on the 
public debt, amounted 
to 
$654.377,907.89, 


leaving a surplus of $47,234.377.30. 


The postal revenue receipts amounted 


to $237,879,823.60, while the payments made 
for tha postal service from the postal 
revenues amounted to $237,660,705.48, which 
left a surplus of ppstal receipts over dis- 
bursements of $219.T.18.1J2. the flrst time In 
27 years In which a surplus occurred. 


The interest-bearing debt of the United 


States June 30, 1911, amounted to Iq15.- 
553,190. 
Teh debt on which interest had 


ceased amounted to $1,870,530.26. and the 
debt bearing no interest, including green- 
backs, national bank notes to be redeem- 
ed, and fractional currency, amounted to 
$386.751,917.43, or a total of Interest and 
non-Interest bearing debt amounting to 
$1,303,984,937.69. 


The actual disbursements, exclusive of 


those for the Panama Canal and for the 
postal service for the year ending June 
80, 1911, were $654,137,997.89. 
The actual 


disbursements for the year ending June 
30, 1910, exclusive of the Panama Canal 
and the postal service 
disbursements, 


were $659,705.391.08. making a decrease of 
$5.567,393.19 In yearly expenditures in the 
year 1911 under that of 1910. For the year 
ending June 30, 1912. the estimated re- 
ceipts, exclusive of the postal revenues, 
are $666.000.000. while the total estimates, 
exclusive of those for the Panama pay- 
able from the postal revenues, amounted 
to $654.842.799.34. This is a decrease In the 
1912 estimates of $1,534.367.2Z 


For the year ending June 30. 1913, the 


estimated receipts, exclusive of the pos- 
tal revenues, are 
$667,000.000, while the 


total estimated appropriations, exclusive 
of the Panama Canal and postal dis- 
busements payable from postal revenues, 
will amount to $fi37.920.803.35. 
This Is a 


decrease in the 1913 estimates from that 
of the 1912 estimates of $7.921,995.99. 


As to the postal revenues, the expan- 


sion of the business In that department. 
the normal Increase In the post office 
and the extension of the service, will in- 
crease the outlay to the sum of SiNO.flSS.- 
463; but as the department was self-sus- 
taining this year the postmaster genTAl 
is assured that next year the receipts 
will at least equal the expenditures, and 
probably exceed them by more than the 
surplus of this year 
It is fair and equit- 


able, therefore, in determining the econ- 
omy with which the government has been 
run, to exclude the transactions of a de- 
partment like the post office department, 
which relies for Its support upon Its re- 
ceipts. 
In calculations heretofore 
made 


Cor comparison of economy in each yt?ar. 
It has been the proper custom only to 
Include in the statement the deficit tn the 
post office department which was paid out 
•if the treasury. 


In the treasury department the efficien- 


cy and economy 
work has been kept 


steadily up. 
Provision la made for the 


elimination of 134 positions during the 
coming year. 
Two hundred and sixty- 


seven statutory positions were eliminated 
during the last year in the office of the 
treasury In Washington, and 141 positions 
in the year 1910. making an elimination 
of 542 statutory positions since March 4, 
1909; and this has been done without the 
discharge of anybody, because the nor- 
mal resignations and deaths have been 
equal to the elimination of the places, a 
system of transfers having taken care 
of the persons whose 
positions 
were 


dropped out. In the field service of the 
department, too, 1,259 positions have been 
eliminated down to the present time, ma- 
king a total net reduction of all treasury 
positions to the number of 1.S01. Mean- 
time the efficiency of the work of the 
department has increased. 


Monetary Reform. 


A matter of first importance that will 


come before congress for action at this 
session is monetary reform. 
The con- 


gress has Itself arranged aa early Intro- 
duction of this great question through 
the report of Its monetary commission. 
This commission was appointed to rec- 
ommend a solution of the banking and 
currency problems so long confronting 
the nation and to furnish the facts and 
data necessary to enable the congress 
to take action. 


Tn order to do Its work with thorough- 


ness and precision this commission has 
taken some time to make Its report. The 
country Is undoubtedly 
hoping for as 


prompt action on the report as the con- 
veniences of the congress can permit. 
The recognition of the gross Imperfec- 
tions and marked Inadequacy 
of 
our 


banking and currency system even In our 
most quiet financial periods Is of long 
standing; and later there has matured a 
recognition of the fact that our system 
Is responsible for the extraordinary de- 
x'astatlon. waste and business paralysis 
of our recurring periods of panic. Though 
the methods of the monetary commission 
have for a considerable time been work- 
Ing In the open, and while large numbers 
of the people have been openly working 
with them, and while the press has large- 
ly noted and discussed this work as It 
ha* proceeded, so that, the report of the. 
commission promises to represent a na- 
tional movement, the details of the re- 
port are still being considered. 
I can 


not. therefore, do much more at this time 
than commend the Immense. Importance 
of aionetary reform, urge prompt consid- 


end action wh«n th« commission's 


report Is received, «nd sxpr«»s my satis- 
faction that the plan to be proposed 
promises to embrace main features that, 
having met the approval of a great pre- 
ponderance of the practical and profes- 
sional opinion of the country, are likely 
to meet equal approval In congress. 


The War Department. 


There is now before congress a bill, 


the purpose of which is to Increase the 
efficiency and decrease the expense of 
the army. It contains four principal fea- 
tures: First, a consolidation of the gen- 
eral staff 
with the adjutant general's 


and the Inspector general's department; 
second, a consolidation of the quarter- 
master's department with the subsistence 
and pay department; third, the creation 
of an army service corps, and fourth, an 
extension of the enlistment period from 
three to five yeara. 


With the establishment of an army 


service corps, aa proposed in the bill. 
I am thoroughly In accord and am con- 
vinced that the establishment of such 
a corps will result In a material econ- 
omy and a very great increase of effi- 
ciency In the army. It has repeatedly 
been recommended by 
me and 
my 


predecessors. 
I also believe that a 


consolidation of the staff corpa can be 
made with a resulting Increase in ef- 
ficiency and economy, but not along 
the lines provided in the bill under 
consideration. 


The army of the United States is in 
good condition. 


The Panama Canal. 


The very satisfactory progress made 


on the Panama canal last year has 
continued, and there is every reason 
to believe that the canal will be com- 
pleted as early as the 1st of July, 1913, 
unless something unforeseen 
occurs. 


This is about 18 months before the 
time promised by the engineers. 


Waterway From Lakes to the Gulf. 
The project for a navigable water- 


way from Lake Michigan to the mouth 
of the Illinois river, and thence via 
the Mississippi to the Gulf of Mexico, 
is one of national importance. In view 
of the work already accomplished by 
the sanitary district of Chicago, an 
agency of the state of Illinois, which 
has constructed the most difficult and 
costly stretch of this waterway and 
made it an asset of the nation, and 
in view of the fact that the people of 
Illinois have authorized the. expendi- 
ture of $20.000.000 to carry this water- 
way 62 miles farther to Utica, I feel 
that it Is fitting that this work should 
be supplemented by the government, 
and that the expenditures recommend- 
ed by the special board of engineers on 
the waterway from Utica to the mouth 
of the Illinois river he made upon lines 
which while providing a waterway for 
the nation, should otherwise benefit 
that state, to the fullest extent. 


The limitation of the liability of the 


master to his servant for personal in- 
juries to such as are occasioned by his 
fault has been abandoned In most civ- 
ilized countries and provision 
made 


whereby the employe injured In the 
course of- his employment Is compen- 
sated for his loss of working ability 
irrespective of negligence. 
The prin- 


ciple upon which such provision pro- 
ceeds is that accidental 
injuries 
to 


workmen in modern Industry, with Its 
vast complexity and Inherent dangers 
arising' from complicated 
machinery 


and the use of the great forces of 
steam and electricity, 
should be re- 


garded as" risks of the Industry and 
the loss borne in some equitable pro- 
portion by those who for thefr own 
profit enpage therein. 
In recognition 


of this the last congress authorized 
the appointment of a commission to 
investigate the subject of employers' 
liability and workmen's compensation 
and to report the result of their inves- 
tigations, through 
the 
president, 
to 


congress. 
This commission 
was ap- 


pointed and has been at work, holding 
hearings, gathering data and consider- 
ing the subject, and it is expected will 
be able to report by the first of the 
year, in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the law. 


Parcel Post. 


Steps should be taken 
immediately 


for the establishment of a rural parcel 
post. 
Jn the estimates of appropria- 


tions needed 
fm 
the maintenance of 


the postal service for the ensuing fis- 
cal year an item of $150.000 has been 
inserted to cover the preliminary ex- 
pense of establishing a parcel post on 
rural mail routes, as well as to cover 
an investigation having for its object 
the final establishment of a general 
parcel post on all railway and steam- 
boat transportation routes. 


The suggestion that we have a gen- 


eral parcel post hap awakened great 
opposition 
on the part of some who 


think that it will have the effect to 
destroy the business of the country 
store keeper. 
Instead of doing this, 1 


think the change will greatly increase 
business for the* benefit of all. The re- 
duction in the cost of living It will 
brine- about ought to make its coming 
certain. 


The Navy Department. 


On the 2d of November last I re- 


viewed the fighting fleet of 
battleships 
and other vessels assembled In New 
York harbor, consisting of 24 battle- 
ships. 2 armored cruisers, 2 cruisers, 
22 destroyers. 12 torpedo boats, 8 sub- 
marines, and other attendant vessels, 
making 98 vessels of all classes, of a 
tonnage of 576.634 tons. 


The fleet was deficient in the num- 


ber of torpedo destroyers, in cruisers, 
and in colliers, us well as in large 
battleship cruisers, which are now be- 
coming a very Important feature of 
foreign navies, notably 
the 
British, 


German and Japanese. 


The building plan for this year con- 


templates two 
battleships and 
two 


colliers. 
This 
is 
because the other 


and smaller vessels can be built much 
more rapidly In case of 
emergency 


than the battleships, and we certainly 
ought to continue the policy of two 
battleships a year 
until 
after 
the 


Panama Canal Is finished and until in 
our flrst line and in our reserve line 
we can number 40 available vessels of 
proper armament and size. 


I wish to renew a pain my recom- 


mendation that all the 
local 
offices 


throughout the country. Including col-

PERSIA CONCEDES ALL POINTS 


IN ULTIMATUM OF CZAR'S 


GOVERNMENT. 


MEANS OUSTING OF SHUSTER 


Severe Fighting Occurs in Streets of 


Tabriz and 
Resht, With Heavy 


Losses of Life and Property—His- 
toric Citadel Is Bombarded. 


Teheran.—The Persian cabinet noti- 


fied the Russian ambassador, M. Pok- 
levski-Keziell of the government's In- 
tention to accede to all the demands 
of the Russian ultimatum. 


Official notices were posted through- 


out the city admonishing the people 
to abstain from holding political meet- 
ings without police. 


London.—The British foreign office 


received official confirmation from the 
British minister at Teheran that Per- 
sia had yielded before the Russian 
threats and had granted all the de- 
mands contained in the Russian ulti- 
matum of November 29. 


It is believed In official circles that 


Russia's demand that the appointment 
of foreign advisers to the Persian gov- 
ernment should hereafter be subject to 
Russian and British approval has been 
found, with slight modifications, agree- 
able to both parties. 


St. Petersburg.—Persia yielded to 


every point contained in the Russian 
ultimatum, including the dismissal of 
W. Morgan Shuster, the American 
treasurer general. 


The foreign office was officially noti- 


fied of this decision by the charge d' 
affaires, who had an audience with M. 
Sazonoff, the foreign secretary. 


The fighting at Tabriz was more 


severe than at first reported. The bat- 
tle was waged in the streets all day, 
resulting in heavy losses on both sides 
and much damage to property. 
The 


historic old citadel was bombarded. 


In the battle fought at Kesht, 16 


miles northwest of Enzell, on the Cas- 
pian sea, the Cossacks drove the Per- 
sians out of their position, inflicting 
heavy losses. The Persians are re- 
ported to have begun both battles. 


The Russian ultimatum, to the terms 


of which Persia has now acceded, de- 
manded, besides the dismissal of Mr. 
Shuster, an apology from the Persian 
government on account of its "inter- 
ference with the property of Persians 
under Russian protection" and also the 
payment of an indemnity to Russia 
for the expenditure she had incurred 
in sending troops into Persian terri- 
tory.

duma. The bill proposes to raise ex- 
isting Russian duties by 100 per cent. 
and to impose a duty of 100 per cent, 
on articles admitted free under the 
present Russian tariff. 


Besides these impositions the bill 


proposes to levy double the gross 
weight of tax established by the law of 
June 21, 1901, on merchandise arriv- 
ing by sea and to levy a double ton- 
tage tax. 


It is said that the schedules are to 


be applicable to all countries which, 
do not grant to Russia the most fa- 
vored nation treatment in commerce 
and navigation. The proposal will be 
submitted to a financial commission.
